He  asked  me  about  the  car  and  said,  "Oh,  your  primitive 
mode  of  transportation."  I was  very  shaken  and  asked  who 
he  was  and  wliere  he  was  from.  He  said,  "I  cannot  tell 
you  now  but  my  colleague. s and  1 will  return."  TJie  man 
was  about  three  feet  from  my  car,  then  walked  about  four 
more  feet  and  disappeared  *-  just  vanished. 

I then  heard  a noise,  looked  out  of  the  car,  and  saw 
hovering  overhead  an  object  which  was  about  the  size  of 
a football  field.  Tlien  with  a whining  noise  it  went  straight 
up  in  el  slight  northerly  direction,  joined  two  more  objects 
which  were  hovering  far  overhead,  took  the  lead  position 
in  a triangular  formation,  and  disappeared  at  a tremendous 
speed  to  the  north. 

This  was  a normal  looking  man  except  that  he  was  well 
over  six  feet  tall.  His  jacket  had  sort  of  a round  tapered 
thing  on  the  shoulders  with  four  gold  bars  on  each  shoulder. 
He  had  sort  of  a Van  Dyke  type  goatee  except  it  was  sepa- 
rated in  the  middle.  I could  hear  absolutely  nothing  but 
his  voice  while  he  was  talking  to  me.  It  scjemed  like  I v/as 
in  sort  of  a trance.  His  facial  features  were  normal  except 
that  they  did  not  move  when  he  talked.  He  didn't  seem 
actually  to  speak;  it  seemed  more  like  mental  telepathy. 

It  seemed  like  I was  in  a dream  world. 

b.  Discussion: 


a.  The  scene  of  the  reported  sighting  permits  several  explanations 
for  t'ne  rapid  disappearance  of  the  individual  who  reportedly  conversed 
with  The  southwest  corner  of  the  intersection  is  weed 

CO'*  ers  d.  with  a tree  and  light  pole  capable  of  concealing  a man.  This 
corntr  is,  at  most,  two  to  three  paces  from  the  center  of  the  narrow 
road.  Th’^  northwest  corner  of  the  intersection  is  also  heavily  weeded 
appr "-'ely  four  feet  deep.  This  field  is  approximately  65  x 80  yards. 
Ther*:  art  telephone  poles  with  multiple  lines  and  power  poles  with  heavy 
linos  crisscrossing  the  intersection.  A silver- colored  water  tower  and 
smokestack  are  approximately  3/8  to  1/2  mile  north- northwest  of  the 
inte  r section.

Several  inci- 
dents were  also  reported  involving  pranks  by  college  sLudeiils  who 
attempted  to  create  illusions  by  sending  objects  aloft  at  night. 

c.  The  investigating  officer  visited  the  area  of  tlie  reported 
sighting  and  attempted  to  reconstruct  the  reported  incident  with  the 
folic'-ving  results: 

(1)  With  the  vehicle  driver's  attention  distracted  for  a 
moment,  a person  standing  three  feet  from  the  vehicle  on  the  driver's 
sid«  can  step  back  and  apparently  disappear  from  view. 


(2)  To  observe  an  object  the  sis;c  of  a football  field  the  driver 
wou'd  have  to  lean  far  out  of  the  window  or  well  forward  to  see  out  of 
the  windshield,  at  vvhich  point  tiie  object,  depending  on  the  height, 
wo’rld  bo  many  yards  to  the  north  of  the  intersection. 


d.  appeared  rational  and  sincere  during  the  interview. 

He  was  epnte  adamant  on  particular  points  of  his  story.  He  had  been 
contacted  by  the  Aerial  Phenomena  Research  Organisation  (APRO) 
and  his  statements  as  to  the  method  of  propxilsion  seemed  colored  by 
the  book  discussing  UFOs  that  APRO  had  given  him.  He  stated  that 
APRO  had  placed  him  in  a light  trance  and  that  hia  statements  in  this 
condition  were  essentially  the  same  as  those  taken  during  normal 
consciousness.  An  interview  with  the  same  people,  with  questioning 
under  deep  hypnosis,  is  scheduled  on  or  about  18  November  1967. 

.A,  l.irs.  Trenhobn,  associated  with  APRO,  contacted  the  Lowry  AFB 
Command  Post  subsequent  to  the  investigating  officer's  interview

At  the  time  of  the  initial  report  he  made  no  rrK'ntion  of  electrical 
■■'erence;  however,  subsequent  to  his  interrogation  by  APRO  he

6.  Conclusi  m:  In  the  opinion  of  the  investigating  officc^r  Mr 

\va  i the  victim  of  a hoax  and/or  his  own  overactive  imagination 
eX-.  j ?e rating  related  incidents.  The  area  of  the  reported  incid(.-nt 
ler  , : itself  admirably  to  the  perpetuation  of  an  illusion  such  as  he 
de?-  ribes,  and  the  mental  condition  of  the  individual  as  described  by 
the  APRO  personnel  would  be  a further  explanation  of  hi 
repc  rLed  sighting- 
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
